FINANCIAL STATEITENT Matt Emerson, Assistant Secretary for
FoR I{oNTH 0F MARCH, 1972 the State l,later Commisslon presented

the financial statement for the month
of March,1972. He noted the status of the various accounts, steting that
work has begun on prepâring the budget for the new biennîum to present to the
Legislature.

After reviewing the status of the accounts,
Conmissloner Dahl noved that the Cormisslon
accept the f inancial statement for the nronth
of f.{arch , 1972, es presented. Commissioner
Hanson seconded the motlon and all members
voted aye.

DEVILS LAKE BASIN Secretary Hoisveen stated that he had
(#416) prepared a surmary of the hearing held

in Devils Lake on April ll, 1972, of
which the Conmission members had copies. Signed pet¡tions have been received
in the Corrnission offices by a great number of people recormending that Protect¡ve
measures be taken to protect Highway 57. Governor Guy read this petition.
Approximately, 75 persons were in attendance at the hearing. Secretary Hoìsveen
briefly reviewed the background, recalllng that Judge Heen had issued an order
indicaiing that the level of the lake should not be drawn dov¡n below elevation
l42O.O. Ítre State Highway Department installed a structure at the outlet of
the main body of the lake to permit the elevat¡on to be adjusted to this
level. Host of the witnesses at the hearing contended that the water should
be permitted to rlse to the highest elevation. The witnesses favorÎng the
trig'tr level elevat¡on were of the opinion that the Highway Department should
have been aware of the rise in the lake level in view of theîr exPerience
last year and in 1957. Some witnesses þrere prone to be critical of the Highway
Depariment as they bel ieved that the U. S. Bureau of Reclamation intended to
raise the main boãy of the lake to elevation 1423.0. Secretary Hoisveen stated
that he had contacted Chief Engineer, R. E. Bradley of the Highway Department,
and he indicated that they have attempted for the Past year to have the U. S.

Bureau of Reclamation come up with their proposed level, but to date they have

been unable to obtain their proposed elevation. Having lived with the lake
elevation at 1420.8 or 1420.9 for the past year, it was assumed that ¡t could
be done again. I.1r. Bradley agreed this would be satisfactory. About 1,000
feet of Highway 57 near Fort Totten is a problem stretch. The Highway DePartment

has built úp the roadbed a number of times to keep the roadbed above steadily
rising wat"i in the lake. They feel that spring runoff from the north will
be of suffícient volume to cause a rîse in the brater level and pose a serÎous
threat to the roadway. ln order to avoÎd this blockage of Higtrway 57 near Fort
Totten, the Highway Department ¡.¡ould I ike permission from the l,rater Conmisslon
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to open the weÎr to stabillze the lake level at 1420.0. The level can be
maintained and controlled by adjustment of the stoplogs which hold back water
at the wei r.

It was noved by Cormíssioner Jungroth thât the
State l,later Connrission authorize removal of the
stoplogs by the State HÍghway Department from
the weir to stabilize Devils Lake between
elevations I 420.0 and 1421.0. Commissioner
Hanson seconded the motion and all members voted
âye.

Commissioner Gray nnved that the State Highway
Department and the U. S. Bureau of Reclamet¡on
be contacted by letter requesting them to
develop a plan of operation which would provide
a perm¡¡nent solut¡on to the problem related to
the high water level of Devils Lake in relation
to Highway 57 crossing the rrnarrowsrr and in
the stretch of highway Just north of Fort Totten.
Conmissioner Jungroth seconded the nrotion and
all members voted aye.

Secretary Hoisveen briefly informed the

of a dam on the Goose River and an artificial reservoir. A request had been
received by the Cormission offices from the Traill County llater Management
Distrîct for information pertaining to the Conmission's revenue bonding
capability. Secretary Hoîsveen sald he took the liberty of inviting this
group to todayrs meeting for thîs purpose.
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A review was made of proposed location
sites, of the history regardlng sponsorship of the water supply and of other
Items pertaining to the project. Discussions were held regarding the issuance
of bonds to finance the water supply. lt was noted that the Cooperative had
not planned any payment for hrater for plant operetlon. After many posslble
alternatives of fínance were discussed, the Corrnission adJourned for a luncheon
rn€et¡ng to study the al ternatives.
